The Man Who Nearly Won Home 


Rule for Ireland 


AND THEN RENDERED IT IMPOSSIBLE, 


Dies Suddenly, After a Brief Illness, at 


Brighton— His Death Almost Univer- 


sally Regarded aa a Blessing for 


His Countrymen.

No- 
body anticipated Mr. ParncU's death, 
and all the calculations of the Irish 
nationalists as to the future of the homo 
rule movement were based on Parnell's 
apparently inflexible determination to 
continue the fight upon the lines laid 
down in his manifesto, notwithstand- 
ing his final separation from the great 
majority of his colleagues. 


Michael Dtivttt could hardly believe 


the news of Parnoll's death. It was 
apparently the last thing- that he ex- 
pected to hear, "The news comes with 
such suddenness," he said, "that I can 
hardly believe it. Is it not possible 
that there has been, some mistake?" 
When assured that the news had been, 
confirmed, he said: "I regret exceed- 
ingly, from a personal standpoint, the 
death of Pa-moll. I regret it because 
It is sad to speculate on the brilliant 
future that Charles Stewart Varnell had 
and the grout opportunity that fell 
to him to immortalize himself as a 
patriot in the cause of his native land.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Five hundred 


clerical gentlemen uniformed in black 
frock coats and white ties begun as- 
sembling in the Metropolitan church 
this morninfr whila the chimes ot the 
structure were ringing out a welcome 
to the members of the second Ecumeni- 
cal Methodist conference, which beffan 
its sessions to-day. All parts of the 
globe were represented— Three hun- 
dred ol those in attendance arc from 
the Dnited States and Canada. The 
remuiuinf? 200 are from several foreign 
countries, 
a majority, however, be- 


ing from England. A goodly number 
represented 
Ireland, Scotland and 


Wales, while France, the West Indies, 
South Africa and China also had dele- 
gates present. The presence of n num- 
ber of negro 
ministers, 
principally 


from the southern states, was noticea- 
ble. 
' 


Ten years ago an ecumenical coun- 


cil of methodists was held in London. 
The one which beg*un to-day, like its 
predecessor, is to b'e confined to dis- 
cussion. From its nature there can be 
no legislation. No delegate or organ- 
ization will be bound by what is said 
or done thei'e. The animating pur- 
pose is to bring out the brightest and 
most practicable ideas of the most 
thoughtful and wisest representatives 
of the cliurch, and tha application of 
these ideas will be left to the separate 
divisions. 


Tho 
distinguished gathering c was 


called to order shortly after 10 o'clock 
by Bishop Thomas Bowman, of St. 
Louis. He lookfcd down on many hun- 
dred clergy and laymen, while the gal- 
leries above him were crowded to their 
capacity with lay brothers and sisters, 
the latter seeming to ao in the rnaior- 
ity. 


After the hymn: "Jesus, the Name 


High Over All," had been sung and 
prayer pronounced by P.iahop iBowman 
the audience recited the Apostles' creed 
and repeated lessons from the Scrip- 
tures. 


Rev. William Arthur, a distinguished 


minister of London, was then intro- 
duced. He gave out the hymn: "Thou 
Jesus, Thou, M^Bwast Inspire." Dr. 
Arthur was down on the programme 
for the opening sermon, but owing to 
the feeble condition of his voice he 
turned over his manuscript to Eev. T. 
B. Stephensou, another English Di- 
vine, 
who 
read 
in 
clear, 
loud 


tones, Dr, Arthur's eloquent words ol 
advice to the assembled council, being 
frequently interrupted 
by cries of 


"Amon," from the congregation. 


The repetition of more scriptural 


passages and the singing of the doxol- 
ogy followed the sermon and then tho 
sacrament of the last supper was ad- 
ministered to the members of the 
council. This concluded the morning 
exercises and a recess was taken until 
the afternoon. 


Bishop J. C. Keener, of New Orleans, 


called the afternoon meeting to order. 


Bishop John F. Hurst was elected 


permanent chairman of the business 
committee and Rev. J. M. King, secre- 
tary. 


Bishop J. F. Hurst delivered an ad- 


dress of welcome. He spoke of tho 
long struggle and growth of Meth- 
odism; reviewed its work, strength and 
unity, and paid a glowing tribute to 
those who had attended the conference 
in 1881, and now had joined the great 
majority. He extended a cordial wel- 
come to the presiding officers; to the 
delegates throughout the United States, 
and to those who hod come from far-oil 
lauds, and in conclusion paid a hand- 
some tribute to the Methodist workers 
who have, through their exertions, en- 
able Methodism to encircle the globe. 


Bishop Ilm-st was followed by J. H. 


Carlisle, LL. D, of tho 
Methodist 


Episcopal church south. lie spoke of 
tho beginning of Methodism in Amer- 
ica, and its strength throughout the 
world. After giving a hearty welcome 
Mr. Carlisle concluded by saying that 
the Wesley brothers did not agree in 
all matters ol the church and the 
small differences had caused so many 
branches of Methodism that at this 
meeting they must think more of con- 
cord than discord. 


Rev. 
Qeorge Oouglas, D D., LL. D., 


of Canada, made the last .welcoming 
address in which he invited all to help 
in formulating plans for the improve- 
ment and organization of Methodism. 


Rev. 
T. B. Stevenson, D. D., LL. p., 


president of the Weslcyan Methodist 
conference of England, responded to 
tlie addresses of welcome, in a bright 
and witty manner. Ho said he was 
glad to be present at the conference. 
The visiting delegates did not require 
such eloquence to make them feel wel- 
come, and he rejoiced in the affection 
and was delighted with the inter- 
change of fellowship. The first con- 
ference, he said, did more good than 
was thouglit possible, and he hoped the 
second one would draw them closer to- 
gether and that great results would 
come from it. 


Other responses were made by Mr. 


George Green, of the Primitive Metho- 
dist church, of Glasgow, and Rev. R. 
Abercrotnbie, M. A., of the United

DEATH IS A TDNSEL. 


Frightful Accident on tho Pennsyl- 


vania Railroad. 


FIVE TRACK-WALKERS 
RUN DOWN. 


Two 
of Them Initanily Killed «nd 


Three O-.hors Fat.lly Wounded-A 


Sudden Curve lha C«uie of 


ihs Accident. 


BALTIMOHK, Md., Oct. 8.—A tragic 


accident occurred in tho Union tunnel 
between Pennsylvania avenue and Ful- 
ton stations on the Pennsylvania rail- 
road yesterday after-noon, in which two 
men-were killed outright aud three in- 
jured, all probably fatally. 


The victims were all track-walkers 


who wc'»e at work at tho time in the 
tunnel directly under the bed of Argyle 
avenue. The men heard a Western 
Maryland railroad train approaching 
and stepped from the track which they 
thought it would take to the other 
track on the opposite side of the tun- 
nel. 


At this point in the tunnel there is a 


sharp curve and the men could neither 
see the train nor be seen by tho train 
hands until the locomotive was within 
a few yards of them. When the train 
rounded the curve the men saw that it 
was on the track they were standing 
on. There was » rush to escape, but it 
was too late. The train sped by, leav- 
ing them mangled and bleeding on the 
ground. 


The remains of the dead were sent to 


their late homos, and the injured were 
removed to the hospital.

Free Mail Delivery in Villages. 
The needs of tbe emalkr town?, the 


nJlugee, and tbe purely agricultural dis- 
triotB never have received cnrefiil atten- 
tion until within the past few years, and 
the Kepublicun party is tbe author of all 
legislation or experimental administra- 
tion that has been made specially for 
their benefit. Thn inter-etnte oommeroe 
law was framed to prevent those discrim- 
inations which favored great cities in tbe 
expense of rural districts, the reciprocity 
clause of the tariff bil! was devised for 
the bonoQt of American Agriculture, and 
PostmciBlor 
General Warmmaker has 


boon constant in his efforts to enlarge 
tbe postal facilities of the farming dis- 
tricts anil of tbe smalt towns that are 
dependent on them. 


The lost Congress was induced by tbe 


Postmaster General to make nn appro, 
priation of 810,000 for experiments in the 
free delivery system tu country districts. 
This small sum faas boeu need by Mr. 
Wanariakor in trials of the system in 
more than forty towns and villages. In 
(ivery case the increase at postal accom- 
modation has resulted in an increase of 
postal revenue. la some villages the in- 
crease of revenue has beeu greater than 
that of expenditure, and as a whole the 
Postmaster General expects that the 
extra income will almost, if not qnite, 
eiinnl to tbe total expenditure of $10,000. 
but oven if there is n small'lose, he will 
HHk a larger appropriation from the next 
Oongresf. For tbe experiment has been 
of but a few months' duration, and it in 
so abort ft time itu increase of revenue is 
apparent, though, perhaps it be not qnite 
oqual to the expenditure, there is ground 
for belief that continuance and extension 
of tbe experiment will lead to yet larger 
increase of income. The history of the 
Postal Department is that of ever in- 
creasing income in proportion to judic- 
ious liberality of expenditure, and this ia 
true of foreign nations as well as of the 
United States, Wherever the accommo- 
dations are great the business is great, 
where they aru suimty tbe income is 
small.

stition and sinful.' 


"4. Iu chapter xxvl, 0, omit the words In Italics 


adding to the ilrst clause II thought desirable 
some positive statement in elucidation. 


"5. in chapter xxxl, 2, omit 'Konmn Catl.i'lic' 


and 'abominably.' 


"0. Omit chapter xxxll, 2, entirely."
